YN 7 TaLllst, which is enuironned 
So [2/2 with the Alpes, and the Med;- 
Y; iP terranean ſea, ( after the deluge 
ZA5 OO .of- choſe barbarous nations Fthat 
A longs afflicted it ) ſeemed as if thee 
ought x ro thinke of nothing more then to 
benefit herſelfe by the opportunitie of her 
ſituation, to keep her selte cloſe and ſecrep,, 
being as well {eparated by the intereſt of Pro - 
ninces, as diuided by herfituation. And truly 
it was then the maxime which $hec ought 
to hold. For thele little Princes might live 
preaccably vnder the +hadow of the greater, 
when hauing amongſt themſelues their juſt 
counterpoile,they cannot attempt ary thing 
vpontheir inferiours. And the principall Po- 


and States of Chriſtendome. 19 
wers sharing amongſt chemſclues rhe domi- 
nion of ſach a Countrey , had reaſon to ex- 
clude their neighbours fromthe Knowledge 
of their affaires, . 

Bur fince that the King of Spaine hath ſer 
footing in [ralie, and thar finding himſclfe 
Maiſter of both ends thereof, he has made 
the ballance incline on his owne {1de,the true 
intereſt in generall of the Tralian Princes has 
beene to keepeuer one nib leaſt) open, 
ro guard themſclues from the oppreſhon 
which ſuch a formidable Power might make 
them feare. Gs 

And although that for this effe&t rhey 
ought to hold incelligences with other Prm- 
ces, it behoouesthem notwithſtanding, to 
doe it cheifely with the King of France, 
for three reaſons. Firſt , for the neereneſle , 
_ and opportunitie of being able ro fuccour 
chem, either by ſea or land. Secondly, forthe 
oreat forcesthatthis great Realme can ſer on 
foote. And laſtly, by this bridle to reſtraine 
the Spainard, who otherwiſe would carrie 
himſelfe towards them with lefſe modera- 
tion. 
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20 Of the intereſt of the Princes 
The other maxime Which Jralie ought to 
obſ{crue is,to conferue her ſelfein peace. Firſt, 
becauſe there-.can be.noc warrezbut the Kings 
of France and Spaine will there take part, ci- 
ther as fauouring one of the parties or elſeas 
Arbitrators. Beſides it ought tobe confidered, 
'that warre cannot be enkindledin thisCoun- 
try , withour great danger of ſtirring vp di- 
uerſc humours , which doe now lie ſtill. 
Theſe are the two points wherein lieth the 


intereſt of Italic in generall, And although 


that euery Prince ought to haue the ſame 
aime,there are notwithſtanding certaine par 
ticular intereſts incach State. The Common- 


wealth of Venice in regardof the extent of

prudence, ( both within and wirhour' their 
State }; all rhat was neceſlarie ro {uſtaine- 
fach a shock; that noe alteration atall was 
percciued.

offered. their meanes-and forces: the Rel;-: 
zious obeyed withour conſtraint: there was: 
not shed\one drop of-blood:. 

The Pope,1n ſtead of Shewing conſtan- 
cic in his reſolution, beganne to relent'fo 
ſoone.as had wrought: his indignation by 
the interdict , leauing to be. vnderſtood: 
vader:hand, that he would lendan eare tO ' 
agreement. , prouided that-be mighr- ſaue- 
his credit. Bur-when he:ſaw:the inflexible* 
ſtedfafinelse .of:the Venertians; he: refolued 
ro haue recourſe'to;force., and to intereſt: 
the Catholike Princes inthe ſame: - 
Fraste had noe other ſcope in this aff.- 
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14 «Of theimereſt of the Princes _ 
aire then to arbitrate the diftcrence., and 
co haue the honour.of deciding ſo impor- 
rant a queſtion between two Princes 16 
conſiderable in Chriſtendome. For this 
effect shee shewed nor any partialitie, al- 
_ though ir be true that Yilleroy ( through 
his ambition ro riſe to a Cardinalship ) in- 
clined ar fiſt to the Pope's 1{1de,ſeruing'his 
rurne therein by the miniſtration of his 
ſonne , then Ambaſladour at Rowe. But 
ſeeing himſetfe disappointed of his hope, 
| he returned to the temper which a juſt Me- 
diatour ought to have. So it is, that often=. 
times a private ijntercſt does prejudice the 
publike. Happie are the States, wherein thoſe 
that ſit at the helme of gouernment haue ſono- 
ble a ſpiritas nor 10a) me at anyother preatneſſe 
then that which is inſeparably conioint with 
the plorie of the Prince whom they ſerue, £ 
The Spaniards conceiued it beſt ro fo- 
ment the diſcord betweene the two par- 
ies , thinking that is was in their power 
to hinder the warre , if their profit ſo re- 
quired: orelſe to make it ferue their owne

The Emperour was a Mediatour 3 the: 
King of Poland fauoured rhe Republike: 
the Princes. of Germanie medled nor all in 
the matter. 1 OL. 
The King of England was glad to fee 
this buſinefle dayly waxe hot. He promi- 
{ed all aſſiſtance ro the Repubiike of Venice, 
as by all reaſon he was obliged ro deale in 
this manner. For he belecucd rhar this 
would rowle yp the other Catholike Prin- 
ces' Which were interefsed ro maintaine 
_ their Lawes. And that it would be an oc- 
ca{ion to deliberate of a Councell which 
may determine ſo many Controuerſlcs. 
The States of the. vnited-Prowinces off- 
ered to the YVenerians ſuccour of armes and 
munirion.. 
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The Princes of Jralie \ ſince they ſaw the 
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26 .Of the intereſt of the Princes 
Pope remaine confuſed and waucring in 
himſclfe,as if he. had manifeſtly repented, 
they appeare all newters inthis affaixe, foll- 
wing that which belonged to their true 
.inrereſt. ts 
Onely the Duke of Savoy ler himſclfe 
be tranſported-by his paſſion. For the Re-_ 
publ.ke having written to hischildren with | 
the title of Excellence, as shce hadaccuſt- 
omed to doe, He in deſpite kcpt.Chappell 
witbour admitting there the Ambaſsadour 
of Venice , and this at the inſtance of the 
Nuntio re{1ding neere ynto.him. Iris not 
in this aftaire alone , .thar this Prince has 
carried himſelfe rather capriciously ,'then 
after the true Maxime of his intereſt. 
France continued to ſolicite the Accord, 
without shewing any .paſsion for the one 
partie , or the other. following herein her 
true mtereſt. For becauſe one $hall hardly 
1ce an open -warte betwixt two lo paci- 
fique Princes, Shee could nor reape any 
other profit by this Difference , then the 
Honour onely to-haue reconciled theſame: 
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The & paniards IN this, beganmne 
\ to recoile, and defire to hauve-a hand in 
making peace JAince they could not hive it 
in warYe, They judged well *thar the Pope 
was diſpoſed to caſt-himſelfe into their ar-= 
mes, and to goe Which way they would, 
becauſe he had a'mind to agreement. But 
they {.w-allo the 'Venetians fo firme in 
| their refolution., as they had noe hope to' 
bend them. Wherefore they'efsayed ro1rou- 
ble rhem with the 7#rk , to the end they 
mighr be conſtrained to hauerecourſe vnto 
them , and that by this meanes'ir should 
be in their power, to bring the Senate to 
accept ſuch conditions as the Pope pleaſed 
to allow them. But they failed ſo much in 
that which they endeauour'd rodoeby the 
meanes of the Turk, as('onthe contrary 
ic became aduantageous to the Republike. - 
For though the Marqueſse de Saine-Croy 
having ranſacked Duras, belecued that the 
Turks (to take reuenge)would turneagainſt 
the Republike,as being neereſt, or at leſt 
enter within the Gulfe, Yet it happened 
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3 Of the intereft of the-Princes 
chat the Turk perceiuing. rhe Spanish wiles, 
commaunded the. Admiral | of his Fleet to: 
aide the Venerians againſt the Pope and the 
 Spainards. Barth: Republike julging irnot 
firro make vie of ſuch. a helpe, ( for feare 
' the remedie should be worle thenthe diſ.- 
ſcaſe ir selfe,) sheepur ir off ſo handſomely 
that the :Grand Signior receiued not any 
diſtaſt thereby. Neuertheleſſe making the 
Pope vnderſtand, that incaſe of neceſficic ; %ED 
shee well knew whither to haue recourſe. 
The Spaniards, out of. ſeaſon offer'd a 
whole entire Armie to the Pope, Some be- 
leeued thar it was for to reclaime the Ve- 
netians by this way , bur it was nothing 
leſſe. For all whatſocuer the Spaniards did 
then for the Pope, procceded onely becauſe 
the Duke of Lerma was tickled with vaine- 
olorie , for that the Pope in his Briefs had: 
giuen 7 the title of Excellence. 
Laſtly they perceiued in Spaine that this 
ex 8 would be ended by treatie , and. 
that France , Was to haue all the honour 
thercof. This made them. about to ſend 
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and States of Chriſlendome' 56 
extraordinaire Embaſſadours from one ſide 
'to the cther,but it was too Jate, the-ne- 
gociation being ſo farre aduanced by the 
French,that twasimpeſhble toget it ontof 
rheir hands. Inſfomuch as wharſoeuer the 
Spaniards could doe to ctofle the Treatie, 
the honour thereof remained fulland whol- 
ly to Henry , Who cnded rhe bulineſse.

_ dinarie Embaſſadour at Venice. The Pri- 
ſonners were delivered into'the hands of
